DETAILED ACTION 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1,4, 6-16, and 18-22 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
In regards to claim 1,13, and 19, none of the references alone or in combination 
disclose wherein the case where data are to be recorded at a low linear recording 
velocity equal to or lower than the second linear recording velocity, the number of 
pulses is set such that a difference between the number of pulses and a number 
corresponding to a length of each recording mark is constant, and such that, for at least 
one length of a recoding mark, the number of pulses set at a the low linear recoding 
velocity is greater than the number of pulses set at the intermediate linear recording 
velocity. 

Claim 12 the reason for allowance was made in the previous office action. 

Claims 4, 6-1 2,14-16,1 8, and 20-22 depend on claims 1 , 1 3 and 1 9, therefore, 
are allowed for the same reason.

Sasa et al discloses recording method and apparatus of pulse pattern having 
pulse trains in accordance to variable linear velocity.
